: FWC Football Finale Tomorrow

Far Western Conference foot- 
ball for *966 will come to an end 
tomorrow afternoon, with Sacra- 
mento State playing host to the 
Chico State Wildcats for a 2:00 
contest. 

SSC, riding high a top a seven 
game winning streak, will gointo 
tomorrow’s game as the favorites 
. - -with a few serious reserva- 
tions, 

The Hornets, 5-0 in FWC 
play, will be up against a team 
that has only one conference win 
to its credit, a 28-6 win over 
Cal State last week, against four 
losses, 

CLINCED TIE 

But as the Hornets, who have 
already clinched at least a tie 
for the FWC championship by 
virtue of last week’s 13-8 win 
over Nevada, are about to find 
out, won-less records aren’t al- 
ways the best indication of how 
good a football team really is, 
A combination of an SSC loss 
and a win by S.F. State would 
throw the F WC into a tie. 

In the case of the Wildcats, 
it’s not so much the whole team 


as one ball player in particular: 
quarterback Joe Stetser, Despite 
Chico’s less-than-mediocre re- 
cord so far this season, Stetser 
has passed for 2022 yards on 138 
completions, 

STETSER TOPS 

Stetser leads the nation’s col- 
lege players in total offense with 
2051 yards--almost as much in- 
dividually as the Hornets have 
gained all seascn as a team, He 
connects on 75 per cent of his 
passes, which is pretty fair in 
any league, 

But despite Stetser’s great 
talent, there must be something 
missing somewhere on the Chico 
football squad, or the Wildcats 
would have fared better than 1-4 
in FWC action, 

Tomorrow’s contest ought to 
bring out the answers to severa) 
interesting questions concerning 
just how much one man can do 
against a whole team-~and so far, 
Chico has been nothing but a one- 
man show,

When asked why she was re- 
signing, Mrs, Stanton explained 
that employees of the Hornet 
Foundation hold no tenure. When 
the new college administration 
began bringing in outside food 
consultants, she began to have 
doubts abut her future here at 
SSC. When a better job oppor- 
tunity presented itself, she 
accepted it,

Mrs. Stanton has accepted a 
position as food service manager 
at the new San Juan Mercy Hos- 
pital where she will be in charge 
of its cafeteria as well as the 
eating facilities for the parochial 
high school and the convent which 
are also located there. 

Though of Polish descent, Mrs. 
Stanton was born and raised in 
Germany. She attended high 
school in Paris and became pro» 
ficient in four languages. After 
coming to the United States, she 
attended a hotel and restaurant 
school in San Francisco and after 
graduation was the state honors 
cafeteria manager. 

Before coming to Sacramento 
State, Mrs. Stanton was food serv- 
ice manager at San Francisco City 
College in 1942 and later parti- 
cipated in the Maritime cooks 
and stewards training program, 


“I have always tried to help 
the students whenever possible,’’ 


said Mrs, Stanton. She helped 
initiate the mural program which, 
with the help of professor Rob- 
ert Else, has provided the murals 
that decorate the cafeteria walls. 
She made arrangements with 
local nurseries for the free live 
plants also present in various 
sections of the building. She was 
also behind the outdoor eating 
facilities which were completed 
this year, 

Although her resignation will 
be effective as of next Wednes- 
day, no decision has been made 
by the administration concerning 
her replacement. 


ProposalGives SSC 
New Status Of 
State University 


A proposal was made through 
a 200 page report to elevate 
California’s 19 State Colleges to 
the status of California State 
Universities, This proposal, 
made to the academic Senate of 
the colleges, was prepared by 
Marc R, Tool, professor of econ- 
omics at Sacramento State Col- 
lege, 

The Legislature’s 1961 Master 
Plan for Higher Education, the 
report asserted, placed the state 
colleges “in a perpetually and 
invidiously subordinate position 
to the University of California,” 

In Tool’s major recommenda- 
tion, the state educational code 
would be revised to change ‘‘Cal- 
ifornia State Colleges” to read 
“California State University,” 

And the colleges would be al- 
lowed to award doctorate degrees 
upon approval by their trustees 
and the Coordinating Councii for 
Higher Education. 

At present, under the master 
plan, the colleges only may give 
Ph.D. degrees jointly with the 
University of California, Tool 
also proposed that admission 
rules be changed to make en- 
trance requirements for the Uni- 
versity and the state colieges 
identical for freshmen and trans- 
fer students. 


Chatfield is worried about the

On the other hand, the 
weather conditions might not play 
that important a role in the out- 
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come of the contest after all, 
The question can still be raised 
as to how well Stetser can do 
against a really good defense-- 
like SSC’s, 

So far, the Wildcats haven’t 
faced a defense the likes of the 
blitzing Green and Gold, Gary 
Smith, Virgil Marcum, Davie 
Cummings, and Dan Schwartz are

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Black Power Leader to Appear 
On SSC Campus November 23rd

Stokely Carmichael, controversial Black Power figure, will speak here November 23, in the Little Thea- 
ter at 10 a.m. Carmichael, 25, is chairman of the Student Non-Violent Co-ordinating Committee (SNCC), 
having taken over that organization in May of this year from John Lewis as the result of a very controver- 
sial election. Carmichael is the leading advocate of the ‘‘Black Power’’ doctrine which has been misinter- 
preted by whites and blacks alike, according toSNCC, Its main concept is that integration has been too slow 


and has produced little inthe way 
of results. 

The black community, says 
Carmichael, must reorganize it- 
self around the basic question of 
blackness; the blacks must devel- 
op their own power instead of 
trying to fit into abasically white 
superstructure. According to 
Carmichael, SNCC is demanding 
four basic things of the black peo- 
ple: 

1, Blacks must stop being 
ashamed of being black. 

2. Blacks must move into a 
position where they can define 
what freedom is, what a white 
liberal is, what black nationalism 
is, what power is. 

3. Blacks must build a power 
base around the question of black- 
ness. 

4. Blacks must build inde- 
pendent political, social, econ- 
omic, and cultural institutions 
that they can control and use as 
instuments of social change. 

Carmichael has worked hard 
to see these changes come about, 
particularly in Lowndes County, 
Alabama, where he helped or- 
ganize the Lowndes County Free- 
don: Organization (the Black Pan- 
ther Party) which attempted to 
take over key public offices in the 
recent election. The idea was that 
since the county’s Negro resi- 
dents comprised a majority of the 
registered voters, they should 
also control the political struc- 
ture. However, all seven candi- 
dates put up by the party failed 
to get into office. 

The extreme ‘‘go-for-broke’”’ 
policies of SNCC have alienated 
other Negro organizations, such 
as NAACP and the Urban League, 
according to Leon Bennett, Jr., 
writer for September EBONY, 
Carmichael feels the conserva- 
tives are tainted by the white 
superstructure and are traitors

to the cause of black freedom. His 
views, and those of SNCC, are 
largely shared by Floyd McKis- 
sick and CORE, 

Carmichael was born in Port- 
au-Spain, Trinidad, in 1941, 
where power as he saw it was in 
the hands of the blacks. There the 


Negroes are not ashamed of their 
blackness Carmichael stated. 

In 1952, at age 11, Carmichael 
moved to Harlem with his par- 
ents, where he became involved 
with gang intrigue. ‘‘By the time 
I was in the eighth grade, I knew

BOD Resolution Backs 
ComercheroTenureStay 


By a 51-3 vote the Board 
of Directors this Wednesday 
passed a resolution expressing 
support of Dr. Victor Comer- 
chero in his effort to gain tenure. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Lois Lippert, humanities and fine 
arts representative, aroused 
much discussion and was amend- 
ed on several points before pass- 


e, 

Dr, Kenneth L. Berger, facul- 
ty representative, raised the 
issue of whether the BOD mem- 
bers were familiar enough with 
their constituents sentiments in 
this matter to be able to sub- 
scribe to the resolution as 
representatives of the students 
rather than just as individuals, 

Dr. Berger asserted that the 
purpose of the type of resolution 
the BOD was considering is to 
bring to the attention of the de- 
cision makers what the situation 
appears to be like to the group 
making the resolution, —~ 

He suggested that to have real 


- impact on those you want to in- 


fluence, however, a resolution 
must be meaningful in that it 
should reflect close knowledge of 
the subject being judged. 

Dr. Berger gave the example 
of a resolution signed by Dr, 
Comerchero’s own students as 
one which would carry more 
weight with the decision making 
bodies, He also raised the polat 
of the extent to which BOD mem- 
bers were personally familiar 
with Dr, Comerchero and to what 
extent they were acting on “faith’’ 
on the basis of the opinions of 
others. 

In general comments which he 
made clear were not directed 
specifically at the Comerchero 
case, Berger explained that the 
task of a department is to up- 
grade its faculty, When you reach 
the point where the department 
can no longer make the decisions 
relevant to this improvement, the 


opportunity to upgrade the faculty 
is virtually nil, Berger assert- 
ed, 

The other BOD members ad- 
dressed themselves primarily to 
the initial question Or, Berger 
had raised, that of whether the 
BOD had the “breath of founda- 
tion’’ to represent all 10,000 of 
their constituents in this ques- 
tion, 

Miss Lippert contended it 
came down to the BOD members’ 
role being ‘‘a matter of leader- 
ship and not just directive,’ 

She urged her fellow BOD 
members to vote according to 
how they saw their roles as 
student representatives— wheth- 
er they felt they must reflect 
the viewpoint of their division 
or whether they were elected to 
exercise their individual good 
judgement. 

Kathy Ryan said she did not 
feel the BOD members could 
vote as representatives in the 
Comerchero issue, She added 
that as a student she would vote 
**yes’’ on the resolution but as

physical education representative 
she would have to vote ‘“‘no,” 
(Dr. Comerchero has been criti- 
cal of the large allocations of 
College funds for physical edu- 
cation activities, in the face of the 
need for more funds in areas such 
as cultural programs.) 

Miss Ryan did vote for the res- 
olution, 

Richard Kimball, social 
science representative, pointed 
out that Dr. Comerchero is quite 
involved around the campus, and 
is known not only through his 
classes but through speeches and 
committees on which he has serv- 
ed, 

Kimball said at least in res- 
pect to this limited connection 
with Dr. Comerchero the BOD 
could express its reaction to the 
lack of recommendation to grant 
tenure. At the same time he 
said the BOD could make clear 
that the resolution was not nec- 
essarily a representative state- 
ment, 

Kimbali pointed out that in 
passing the resolution the BOD 
would also be expressing a phil- 
osophy regarding departmental 
autonomy: they would be saying 
that there are people who con- 
triubte to the campus as a whole 
who are valuable whether or not 
they are considered valuable 
within their own department. 
The resolution as adopted reads: 

Whereas: Dr, Victor Comer- 
chero has not been recommended 
for tenure, and 

Whereas: We, as representa- 
tives of the Associated Students, 
wish to express our dissatisfac- 
tion with the present tenure sys- 
tem and recognize the need for 
formal student involvement in 
making tenure decisions, and 

Whereas: We feel Dr, Victor 
Comerchero has met all estab- 
lished tenure criteria: training 
which includes possession of a 
Ph.L., teaching ability; scholar- 
ship which includes publication, 
lectures, and research papers; 
miscellaneous professional ac- 
tivities which include work on 
department and college commit- 
tees, activity and membership in 
porfessional organizations and 
community service; and 

Whereas: We feel that Dr, Vic- 
tor Comerchero is an asset to 
the campus community because of 
his excellence as 4 teacher, his 
sincere intere.t in the individual 
student, his efforts to engage stu- 
dents and faculty in meaningful

Schoenbrun Lacks Perspective, 
Says SSC Business Head 


At last week’s convocation, 
David Schoenbrun eloquently pro- 
vided certain background infor- 
mation about the Vietnam war. 
In essence, he argued that 
France did not belong in that 
troubled land, and neither do we, 

He may be right, but perhaps, 
as a journalist, he lacks the 
perspective of the statesman in 
his estimate of the total situa- 
tion. I could quote our Secre- 
tary of State or our President, 
in rebuttal, and say they have 
more information at their dis- 
posal than any single reporter. 
Or I could point to the collec- 
tive wisdom of the United States 
Congress and its almost unani- 
mous bi-partisan support of our 
role in Vietnam. But perhaps 
these men are prejudiced, or are 
forced by circumstances to co- 
operate. 

Please consider carefully, 
therefore, the following sobering 
words from Paul-Henri Spaak, 
distinguished Belgian Minister of 
Foreign and African Affairs, and 
former President of the United 
Nations General Assembly. 


“Of all the continents, Asia 
was the most troubled in 1965, 
There was war in Vietnam, war 
between India and Pakistan, a 
puzzling revolution in Indonesia, 
a perpetually troubled situation in 
Laos and Cambodia. These 
events were the most striking 
current developments in the great 
conflict of this century: the con- 
flict in which communism 
opposes the Free World. Red 
China is now leading that fight. 

“China has adopted the most 
dangerous theories and tactics 
professed and practiced by the 
Soviet Union immediately after 
World War Il, China refuses 
to admit the principle of peace- 
ful coexistence, It maintains that 
wars of ‘liberation’ are legiti- 
mate. This policy is typified

by China’s determination to 
foster local conflicts wherever 
it can do so by systematically 
approving all forms of nation- 
alism and by endorsing all sub- 
versive movements, regardless 
of their social context. 

‘‘The similarity between the 
methods of the Chinese and those 
of the Nazis is remarkable. In 
Europe before World War Il, 
too few people read Adolf Hit- 
ler’s Mein Kampf, and those who 
did so did not, for the most 
part, take the book seriously. 
Hitler’s statements were too ex- 
treme. His aims seemed entire- 
ly unreasonable. He expressed 
his innermost thoughts with con- 
siderable candor, however, 
and he nearly succeeded in 
accomplishing his purpose. 

“The Chinese theorists are 
equally sincere. We would be 
ill-advised to minimize their 
intent to dominate the world and 
to promote the triumph of their 
economic and social concepts. 
Their tactics are not much dif- 
ferent, and certainly not less 
cynical, than those of Hitler. 
When one learns that China, with 
its massive manpower, felt itself 
threatened because four Indian 
cavalrymen crossed its ill- 
defined border, one cannot help 
thinking of the so-called suffering 
of the Germans of Sudetenland 
which, in Hitler’s eyes, justified 
erasing Czechoslovakia from 
Europe. 

‘Among the various conflicts 
of 1965, the one in Vietnam, was, 
of course, the gravest. Not 
only did it require from the United 
States an ever greater military 
effort, it also assumed all 
the aspects of areal war. It 
furthermore created adangerous 
clevage between the United 
States and a large segment of 
world public opinion. Finally, it 
seriously impaired the develop- 
ment of a policy of pacific co- 
existence between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. As 
recently as 1963, that policy con- 
stituted the great hope for peace 
among the nations of the worid. 

“The situation which the 
United States faced in Asia in 
1965 was very similar to that 
which it faced in Europe in 1948. 
In both instances, the question 
was simply this: Should the 
United States permit commu- 
nists, either Russian or Chinese, 
to subjugate people refusing to

accept their creed? 

“The United States took part 
in World War I partly toprevent 
totalitarian nationalism from 
overcoming the Western World. 
It succeeded in that aim. 


“Obviously, the war in Viet- 
nam has a much broader and 
deeper significance than victory 
or defeat in one country. If 
America fails, or if it changes 
its policy in Vietnam, logically 
it has to cease showing any inter- 
est in Southeast Asia, and pos- 
sibly in the whole of Asia. An 
American defeat in Vietnam 
would implay that no defense 
against Communist China could 
be attempted in Thailand, in Laos, 
in Cambodia, in the Philippines, 
in Formosa, in Malaysia, and, 
tomorrow, in India. 


“The problem America faces 
is a formidable one. Its magni- 
tude is underestimated in most 
of the world where public opin- 
ion—largely influenced by daily 
news of the war—reacts senti- 
mentally and unfavorably. People 
who are well-informed try to 
explain the situation, but they 
encounter deep trends they find 
difficult to overcome. The Viet- 
namese war creates repercus- 
sions in Europe, and influences 
relations between the United 
States and its allies. Above all, 
it influences relations between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

“The relaxation of tensions 
between these two great powers, 
so hopeful a short while ago, 
has not materialized. It must be 
admitted that the position of the 
Soviet Union is difficult. As 
leader of the communist world, 
closely watched by the Chinese 
who constantly accuse it of trea- 
son, Russia cannot remain indif- 
ferent toward the situation in 
Vietnam. The Soviet Union is 
compelled, apparently against its 
desire, to oppose the United 
States. At times one wonders 
if China, while inciting the North 
Vietnamese to refuse to negotiate 
with the United States, is not 
primarily interested in pre- 
venting more peaceful relations 
between the Soviet Union and the 
U.S, 

‘*Whatever the facts may be, 
the conflict goes on and the 
chances for a reasonable solu- 
tion are, for the time being, 
nonexistent. A broadening of the 
conflict remains a possibility, 
and the limits of this extension 
are unpredictable. Never since 
the end of World War Il, has 
a local conflict seemed to contain 
such a threat to the peace of 
the world,”’

$2,000,000 in Fines,Fees Carmichael 


Paid Annually by Students

Sacramento State College stu- 
dents will contribute almost $2 
million to the college budget this 
year through fines and miscel- 
laneous fees. 

The money taken in from fees 
and fines goes to the State of Cali- 
fornia general fund. Then most of 
the money is returned through 
the State legislature if the money 
is thought necessary for the op- 
eration of a college. 

For example, SSC has a budget 
for this year totaling $11,043,092, 
while the legislature appropriat- 
ed $9,246,773. SSC, like other 
California State Colleges, must 
make up the difference through 
its collected fees after it has 
passed through the California 
general fund. 


If anexcessive amount of mon- 
ey is taken in fees and surpasses 
expectations the State of Cali- 
fornia gets the extra money. If 
there is less than expected, then 
SSC must cut back its budget. 
To keep excess money from going 
astray, government auditors 
make three separate checks on 
each State College budget every 
year. 


Stanley W, Pretzer, SSC Busi- 
ness Manager, said, ‘*The only 
money we waste is that money the 
State spends on making sure we 
don’t waste any. To get anyextra 
money you have to put downarug, 
bow three times to the East, beg 
and then ask please. Even then 
you may not get the money.” 

Libraries are not profit 
making institutions and fines are 
not used to line the pockets of 
librarians. Library fines at SSC 
help pay for only a small fraction 
of the library’s approximate $1 
million budget. This budget in- 
cludes $300,000 for new books and 
$35,000 for periodicals. 

Library fines and fees are set 
according to the State College 
Administration Manual. State 
Colleges have no say in setting 
the rates. They only collect. 

Students who keep books do not 
stop to realize that they are de- 
priving other fellow students of 
their rights. Gordon P, Martin, 
head librarian, said, ‘‘Books in 
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libraries are fair game to honest 
people because the books do not 
belong to anyone in particular.’’ 
Martin said it would be much 
simpler if there were no fines 
because the collection runs into 
money and causes loss of valuable 
administrative time. Martin said 
that fines were necessary to pro- 
tect the rights of students and 
faculty. 

The SSC library took in $10,- 
000 in fines from lost books for 
the fiscal year 1965-66 which was 
a slight increase over the pre- 
ceeding year. 

Other colleges were not idle. 
The amounts taken by them are 
as follows: Cal Poly, Pomona, 
$4,455.16; California State Col- 
lege at Fullerton, $10,000; CSC 
at Hayward, $2,400; CSC at Long 
Beach, $16,000; CSC at Los An- 
geles, $8,889; Chico State Col- 
lege, $5,336.80; Humbolt State 
College, $3,755.20; San Diego 
State College, $13,743; San Fran- 
cisco State College, $20,782. Of 
the state colleges that were con- 
tacted only Fresno refused to give 
out this information, 

The University of California 
does not have to account for their 
collected fees. The legislature 
appropriates the university the 
amount requested and fees 
collected later are just a tidy 
bonus. University budgets are as- 
tronomical without these extras, 
For example, U.5.C.B, with an 
enrollment of 10,665 received 
$18,244,000. U.C, Davis with an 
enrollment of 8,730 received 
$18,244,000. SSC with an enroll- 
ment of 10,800 received $9,246, - 
773. These sums of money donot 
include collected fees.

The SNCC leader attended the 
elite Bronx High School of Sci- 
ence, and was gradually admitted 
to elite integrated circles, ac- 
cording to Bennett. At first he 
was scornful of Negroes demand- 
ing civil rights, but as he became 
more involved in the struggle he 
developed his present philosophy. 
He was arrested in the Jackson 
Freedom Ride, which was the

first of approximately 30 arrests 
he was to encounter. 

In order to keep in touch with 
the Movement, he turned down 
scholarships to white univer- 
sities in order to attend Howard 
University in Washington, D.C., 
from which he was graduated in 
June of 1964 with a degree in 
philosophy. 

After replacing Lewis as head 
of SNCC in May of 1966, Car- 
michael gained national publicity 
when he, along with other Negro 
leaders such as McKissick and 
Martin Luther King, Jr., com- 
pleted the Mississippi March be- 
gun by James Meredith in June. 
It was at this time that the “ Black 
Power’? slogan became famous, 
along with SNCC’s other motto 
**Move on over or we’ll move on 
over you.’’ Also at this time 
SNCC’s policies, though re- 
pudiated by King and Meredith, 
became firmly established. 


Carmichael was jailed again 
early in September for helping 
to incite a riot in Atlanta. 
Although his bond was cut sever- 
al times, he refused to post it. 
On October 29, Carmichael speke 
at Hunters Point in San Francis- 
co and later at the Berkeley cam- 
pus during the Black Power rally. 
Several times he has voiced 
strong opposition to the draft 
and the U.S, involvement in Viet- 
nam. 


The SSC speaking engagement, 
co-sponsored by the Cultural 
Programs Committee and For- 
um, will be open to the public. 
Carmichael will be introduced by 
Kenneth Berger, chairman of the 
Division of Humanities and Fine 
Arts.

There is now pending before 
SSC students an election to fill 
the post of undeclared major re- 
presentative on the ASSSC Board 
of Directors, He will have a large 
Say in spending and allocating 
$218,550; last semester this re- 
presentative was elected by seven 
votes, On Tuesday, November 22, 
SSC’s undeclared majors will 
again be asked to help decide 
what course Sac, State will fol- 
low, Despite the fact I got into 
Sac, State by not declaring any- 
thing, I will declare myself for 
the following improvements: 

As a start I will try to live 
up to my title, representative. 
In a democracy, arepresentative 
has two duties, One is to bring 
back information concerning cur- 
rent issues and to conduct lively 
discussions among those in- 
terested, Second, once a con- 
census is reached, the decisionis 
conveyed back to the legislative 
body, in this case the B,O.D.,, 
by the representative. 

This will be implemented by 
such means as monthly meetings, 
with advance notice in the Hornet, 
at a convenient time and place on 
campus, It would be open to all 
undeclared majors, At such 
meetings I would also inform 
those present (if any) how I 
voted during the month and why, 
Then too, my constituents would 
be invited to contact me in Room 
302, Draper Hall. In sum, | will 
do my utmost to be accessible! 

Then, to improve over-all 
communication on campus, such 
activities as the ‘‘Bitch-In” (or 
if you wish, “Campus Com- 
ments’’), Forum meetings, and 
Union of Students gatherings 
should be supported, frequent, 
and given additional publicity, As 
a rep., I would attend as many of 
these as possible and seriously 
consider all proposals, 

Along similar lines, a free 
speech area, now approaching 
reality, would do much to open 
lines of interest and communica- 
tion, A central place for 
announcements, such as the one 
proposed in the Art department, 
would also benefit the school, 

Of utmost concern to me are 
the special problems of unde- 
clared majors. The first two 
years of college are quite per- 
plexing with superior and con- 
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cerned counseling a necessity, 
It is generally agreed the aver- 
age faculty advisor at 5,S,C, 
does not meet this need, This 
should be corrected by such 
means as advisors in the unde- 
clared student’s general field of 
interest, and a procedure to 
transfer from incompetent ad- 
visors to those genuinely interes- 
tec, Then too, students should be 
informed of the excellent coun- 
seling and testing service on 
campus, 

Greater participation of re- 
sponsible students in tenure 
cases is desirable (an exciting 
example is the Math dept’s, new 
program), being part of an over- 
all participation by students in 
campus affairs, Then too, de- 
partment heads should publicly 
list reasons for denying tenure 
when the faculty member con- 
cerned demands it, And one 
specific point: Dr, Victor Co- 
merchero is far too essential and 
signigicant a professor in these 
days of mass production education 
to be lost. He and his type are 
needed at Sac, State, 

There are other known and 
bemoaned issues, still alive, 
pressing, and in need of action, 
Among those requiring another 
infusion of new ideas: S,S,C, 
being a commuter campus with 
its accompaning lack of spirit; 
The Hornet not being of a qua- 
lity commensurate to the money 
or staff allotted it (most ob- 
servers agree The Hornet is 
improving. This is but one ex- 
ample of improvement due to a 
concerted effort of students, ad- 
ministration, faculty, and student 
government.) Something that 
would serve as an effective prod 
to student government is a weekly 
column with a regular columnist 
to comment pro and con on came 
pus politics and student govern- 
ment, Finally the smaller, but 
growing, publications such as 
The Student, The Levee, and 
Review need support and deserve 
expansion,

The ad 
revealed that the No-Tell sports 
a ‘‘passionate red”’ decor and is 
dominated by the highest neon 
sign in town, An attached coupon 
offered a twenty per cent dis- 
count for student patrons, 

The administration has ad- 
vised the Collegian that the ad 
was in poor taste, Oregon State 
Police have reportedly also shown 
interest in the establishment, 

At Knox College in Galesburg, 
I1l,, students work through 
SENSU, Students for an Era of 
New Sexual Understanding, It was 
formed three years ago after 
swudents given a sample test

SENSU has recently expanded

man John Bodwell. 


Not everyone is so open to 
discussions on the subject, In 
West Virginia, a Republic can- 
didate for the House of Dele- 
gates, Miss Blanche Horan, 
called recent speakers at West 
Virginia University the ‘‘ultimate 
in lewdness,”’ 


Miss Horan attacked the re- 
search of Dr, William Masters 
and Mrs, Virginia Johnson, au- 
thors of a medical survey on the 
physiology of human sexual re- 
sponse, as “‘far worse than silly. 
It is things such as this which 
are leading us down the road to 
ruin,’’ 

When asked if she had a solu- 
tion to what she feared was the 
world-wide spread of immora- 
lity, Miss Horan said, ‘Every 
individual should go back to God!’’ 

Some students at Amherst 
College wanted to deal with the 
matter a bit more straight-for- 
wardly. The student newspaper 
at the all-male school distributed 
questionnaires at nearby women’s 
colleges, Smith and Mr. Holyoke. 
The survey focused on dispersion 
of birth control devices and in- 
formation. 

At both women’s colleges the 
questionnaires were confiscated 
by the administration, ostensibly 
because they had not been cleared 
by the school before distribution. 
The Smith College newspaper 
editors took up the idea and wrote 
their own poll, They await ad- 
ministration approval, 

At Mt, Holyoke, however, re- 
action was more negative, A stu- 
dent editorial blamed the Am- 
herst men for constructing a poor 
survey and for failing to use the 
proper channels in its distribu- 
tion. The editors said that the 
survey should have noted that 
Massachusetts law allows disse- 
mination of birth control infor- 
mation only to married couples, 

The survey should have been 
focused, they said, on the mora- 
lity of the law rather than a 
policy determined by that law, 
The editors, however, did not 
proceed to question the Massa- 
chusetts law. Instead, they dealt 
with the problem of confication of 
polls and meekly suggested that 
students initially screen any polls 
given to Mr, Holyoke women, for 
the administration’s final ap- 
proval, 

The Amherst editor accused 
the Mr. Holyoke girls of avoid- 
ing open discussion of sex and 
morality. 

A male reporter at Whittier 
College, Whittier, Calif., had 
fewer problems when questioning 
women on birth control, He per- 
sonally interviewed women on his 
coed campus and found that pills 
are used by a minority, but that 
their use among underclassmen 
is increasing. 

Several were rather 
noncommittal bout birth control, 
but did have something to say, 
“I mean, you just don’t go around 
talking about that,’’ one replied 
to the reporter.

The last time that San Francisco State College’s Jim Vaszko, 
DAILY GATER sports editor, crawled out from ‘Under the Bench”’ 
(the name of his column) or possibly from “Under the Rock’’ (which 
might be more appropriate) he had a few salty things to say about 
“neighborly Sacramento State College,”’ 

It seems that Vaszko, in the October 24 issue of the GATER, voiced 
some concern over the state of affairs within the realm of academia 
here at SSC, His primary concern seems to be over several of the “new 
concepts” in higher education classes (which exist solely through the 
over-active, is slightly misguided imagination of Vaszko), 

Vaszko seems to have been particularly struck by a few remarks 
made by SSC’s new president, Dr, Robert Johns, at a meeting of HART 
(Hornet Atheltic Round Table) one night late in September, 

NEW CONCEPT 

“The most popular new course on Capitol Campus,” writes 
Vaszko, “concerns athletics, Entitled ‘I Want Our Boys to Win,’ the 
class is conducted by the new president of Sacramento State College, 
the honourable president Dr, Robert Johns, former president-doctor 
at the University of Montana,” 

Vaszko goes on to state, ‘Old Doc is the actual father of the new 
concept, He brought it into being almost by accident on the night of 
September 26. That his creation was a bit premature will be attested 
to shortly.’’ 

Here, of course, we must remember that Vaszko’s column ap- 
peared slightly more than a week prior tothe day that the Horietr won 
their sixth game in a row and beat S.F, State 10-9 down in good old 
salty San Francisco, on one of the local high school fields, The wis- 
dom inherent in Vaszko’s statement regarding the “premature” nature 
of the new concept is readily attested to by means of a quick glance at 
the current Far Western Converence standings. 

STATUS QUO 

In fact, Vaszko’s whole column seems to contain a slightly re- 
actionary--or at least ultra-conservative note, Obviously, Vaszko is 
against any change in the status quo of FWC athletics or he would not 
have leveled his attack at aman who is actually interested in helping the 
FWC to overcome its current second-rate status, 

Coming from S.F.U, near the zoo, this is very understandable, The 
Gaters have long dominated the sphere of FWC athletic supremacy in 
most sports, at least up until 1964, 

It’s understandable that S.F. State would like to see the FWC re- 
main the dormant, second-rate league that it is, 

While SSC is proud that the Hornets are the 1966 FWC football 
champions, the student body is also very much aware of the fact that 
there is much room left for improvement before the F WC begins to 
shape up against some of the good college conferences, 

BIG FISH, SMALL BARREL 

Of course, the Gaters have tobe credited with wiuaing more than 
their share of FWC titles, The question remains, however, as to how 
much pride one can take in being the big fish in a little barrel. 

The last time that the FWC was represented in the Camellia 
Bowl was in 1964, That was the year that Montana State’s Bobcats 
clawed SSC 28-7 for the Western Regional NCAA college division 
championship, 

Perhaps S.F. State would like to have the FWC stay a “‘small 
college” conference--or at least small college in its outlook on ath- 
letics, although with schools the size of SFS and SSC, the FWC will 
probably never again have a “small college’’ member, 

Although there is much that can and must be done to help the FWC 
become a first-rate athletic converence, Vaszko and company seem to 
be content with the status quo, and interested only in tearing down 
those elements which seem to threaten the status quo, and thus, to 
threaten the success of Gater intercollegiate athletic program, 

As for Dr, Johns’ statement, ‘‘I want our boys to win,”’ any college 
president who isn’t interested in seeing toitthat his school is the best 
in every way possible isn’t worth a damn in our estimation, 

GROW UP! 

As a closing note, we would like to invite the venerable Vaszko 
to try to do something positive with his column, rather than to just 
spread immature negativity, We invite him to join in an all-out cam- 
paign to make the F WC a respectable athletic converence, rather than 
a name that has to be mumbled under one’s breath, 

Sure SSC is the ‘66 FWC championsiup football team, The 
Hornets have proven that they’re the best in the converence this year, 
but how good is that? How much better could this be if a few changes 
were to take place in the FWC? 

We invite you, Vaszko, and the other sports editors of the FWC, 
for that matter, to join in a campaign to bring pressure to bear upon 
FWC officials and to bring about the changes which are necessary if 
the FWC is to ever shed its second-rate status: athletic scholarships, 
spring football practice, etc. 

BACK TO ROCK 

Either that, Vaszko, or at least crawl back ‘Under the Rock” 
and don’t hinder the efforts of those who are interested in making the 
FWC a half-way decent college conference,

Black Power and Human Dignity

Anvone on the left who was fortunate enough to be outside of Berkeley 
this summer knows that Viet Nam is not the country’s hottest political 
issue, In fact, it is startling to note how many people oppose the war, 
how frozen the battle lines are, and how very few of those who oppose 
the war are moved to any sort of action. For the attention of the country 
is almost hypnotically fixed on two words that at least at first glance 
are only peripherally relevant to the war: Black Power, The reactions 
range from puzzlement (amongst oldtime white liberals who are sup- 
porters of the civil rights movement) to hostility (amongst just about 
everybody else except certain sections of the Negro ghetto). 

And above all else there is fear — fear that America may soon 
erupt into a society of open dissension and violence, Most liberals 
point to what happened in Chicago as a demonstration of the fierce 
and uncontrollable passions that might be liberated by a drive for 
black power. The swastikas, Nazis, and youth marching with placards 
calling for white power were all too reminiscent of the 30’s —-a 
period most liberals thought was buried forever, ‘‘Can’t you see,”’ 
argue these white liberals, ‘‘that the eall for Black Power not only 
weakens the civil rights movement but also weakens the very fabric 
of American society as it destroys the liberals’ consensus and polar- 
izes everyone between left and right? And don’t you see also that in 
simple power terms there are incredibly many more people who will 
shift to the Right than to the Left if forced to choose (including even 
some people we like to call liberals)?” Some of this may be true, 
though it still leaves open the evaluative question: perhaps a society 
that does not smooth over its political differences but encourages 
open conflict might have advantages over a society in which a vague 
liberal consensus served to keep everyone in his (often not terribly 
acceptable) place. 

But such arguments are really irrelevant to the situation: regardless 
of how we evaluate conflict in a society the fact of the matter is that 
our society can no longer succeed in suppressing it. The Negro move- 
is not the civil rights movement and Black Power can never be 
assimilated into ‘‘Freedom Now,’’ Spurred on by the original hopes 
and subsequent failures of the civil rights movement, increasing 
numbers of Negroes are coming to realize that no laws guaranteeing 
freedom and equality can in themselves better the lot of the ordinary 
Negro, For what most Negroes most immediately need, namely a 
significantly larger share in the material prosperity of the affluent 
society, will never be fought for by a civil rights coalition most of 
whose component parts have a tremendous stake in maintaining the 
present distribution of wealth. Black Power isa slogan that symbolizes 
the Negroes’ determination to fight not just for ideals of equality and 
non-discrimination but also for concrete self-interest. As such, it is 
part of the same tradition that inspired almost every other minority 
group (though admittedly many of these others faced less organized 
opposition) to fight its way into the inner circle of American political 
and economic power, These other ethnic groups recognized that 
American society is organized politically (and to some extent economi- 
cally) along religio-ethnic lines, The Negro is finally prepared to 
reject forcibly the societal myth that the majority of Americans are 
‘a mass of disinterested individuals acting only for the welfare of 
the entire community.” And if the resistance he encounters is signifi- 
cantly greater than the resistance that, say, the Jews or the Irish had 
to face, one ought not to be surprised if the tactics that he will use 
will be more coercive. 

At the same time, Black Power speaks to another important need 
of the Negro: individual human dignity. No more can the Negro accept 
simple handouts from a society that wants to keep that explosive 
community pacified. Many Negroes now feel that they must take what 
they deserve — and when they meet resistance, they must be organized 
to fight. In so far as Black Power represents a real effort of the Negro 
at communal self-assertion and self-help, it is the most encouraging 
development to take place in the Negro community arid should be sup- 
ported and applauded, But regardless of our attitude towards it, Black 
Power is not the sort of ideathat’s going to go away if only some white 
liberals could convice SNCC or CORE to get some new leaders, It 
represents an irreversible trend in the Negro community, and one that 
we who are in the civil rights movement must understand,
